O Town still not considered safe: Wildfire 
spokesperson O Blaze not under control 


Frustration mounted yesterday for 
thousands of evacuees trying to 
find out if they have homes to 
return to after a wildfire reduced 
a large part of their town to cin¬ 
ders. 

“You don’t know what you have 
back there an 3 miore,” said Patty 
Lewis, who was sta 5 dng at an evac¬ 
uation centre in Athabasca, south¬ 
east of the burned-out communi¬ 
ty of Slave Lake. 

“You don’t even know when 
you can go home. We were told 
we could go home in a couple of 
days. Now we’ve been told two 
weeks, so 1 don’t know.” 

Resident Laurie Northeast 
added: “People want to know who 
lost their home and who didn’t. 
Do we have something to go back 
to? Is there a reason to go back?” 

Lewis, Northeast and about 
7,000 other Slave Lake residents 
were ordered out of town Sunday 
night when forest fires — 
whipped up by 100 km/h winds 
— swooped in and set fire to 
homes, businesses and cars. The 
flames turned entire neighbour¬ 
hoods into wastelands of burnt 
concrete, black grass and twisted 
metal. 

Officials and police are not let¬ 
ting residents back into the town, 
250 kilometres northwest of 
Edmonton, because the smoke is 
too heavy, chemicals hang in the 
air and there is no electricity, pow¬ 
er or drinking water. 


Slave Lake aftermath 


► Residents who fled are staying 

with friends or family or at one 
of three evacuation centres as far 
south as Edmonton. 

► Alberta Emergency Services said 
95 per cent of the town's popula¬ 
tion has moved out, but some 
citizens have refused to leave. 

► RCMP spokesman Tim Taniguchi 
said there have been three 
reports of property-crime- 
related offences. 

► Alberta Premier Ed Stelmach 
paid tribute to firefighters from 
Slave Lake, some of whom contin¬ 
ued battling the blaze Sunday 
even as their own homes were 
burning to the ground. 

► The Edmonton Humane Society 
was called in to Slave Lake yester¬ 
day to look for any animals lost 
or injured during the firestorm. 

Mayor Karina Pillay-Kinnee said 
while it may be a couple of weeks 
before residents can return, offi¬ 
cials are trying to at least get word 
to people about which properties 
have been damaged or destroyed. 

“It is a priority. 1 understand 
the frustration of residents,” said 
Pillay-Kinnee. the Canadian press

Pat Wishart walks four 
kilometres every Tuesday 
morning through the Ed¬ 
monton River Valley as a 
member of the Wild Rose 
Ramblers. 

The walking club has 
grown from eight mem¬ 
bers to 40 over the last 22 
years. 

“We’re a group of older 
people, so we always like 
to know where the wash¬ 


rooms are,” she said with 
a laugh. 

Now, more than 160 
kilometres of the river 
valley trails within the 
city limits can be more 
easily navigated, thanks 
to three new maps — sep¬ 
arated into Edmonton 
East, Edmonton Centre 
and Edmonton West. 

The maps include in¬ 
formation such as trail 


grade, sections of trails 
cleared in winter, loca¬ 
tions of nearest transit 
stations — and the loca¬ 
tion of washrooms open 
year-round. 

“(These maps) allow 
you to walk into the river 
valley in safety and in 
knowledge,” said Sol Rol- 
ingher, chair of the River

City says no to gravel pit 


O Council votes 7-6 to defeat proposal O Nearly 60 people spoke for or against project over

It was close but city council 
decided against allowing a 
gravel mine in the river val¬ 
ley last night in a 7-6 vote. 

“1 think it’s a combina¬ 
tion of the environmental 
risk in relation to that spe¬ 
cific area,” said Ian Murray, 
of the North Saskatchewan 
River Valley Conservation 
Society. “And also there’s a 
lot of pride in the decades 
of the river valley’s develop¬ 
ment. 

Kanata Metis Cultural 
Enterprises Ltd., who

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More assaults 
on aboriginal 
women: Study 

A new study says the rate of 
violent incidents reported 
by aboriginal women was 
triple that of non-aborigi¬ 
nal women in 2009. 

Statistics Canada says 
nearly 67,000, or 13 per 
cent of aboriginal women 
aged 15 or older, reported 
they had been the victim of 
violent crimes. Violent 
crimes include sexual as¬ 
sault, robbery and physical 
assault. 

The agency says 223 of 
eveiy 1,000 aboriginal 
women reported incidents 
of violence, while the rate 
among non-aboriginal 
women was 84 in 1,000. 

Most violent incidents 
reported were committed 
by males acting alone. 

Native women who re¬ 
ported violence by a cur¬ 
rent or former spouse was 
about two and a half times 
higher than the proportion 
of non-aboriginal women.

Just 17 per cent of Win¬ 
nipeg’s population lives 
there, but the downtown 
core accounts for 58 per 
cent of cases of gonor¬ 
rhea and 38 per cent of 
cases of Chlamydia, re¬ 
cent data from the Win¬ 
nipeg Regional Health 
Authority shows. 

The core area includes 
the downtown and Point 
Douglas neighbour¬ 
hoods. 

“Chlamydia and gon¬ 
orrhea are more core¬ 
area diseases than they 
are suburban diseases,” 
said Dr. Pierre Plourde, a 
chief medical officer of 
health. “That holds for al¬ 


most any communicable 
disease, whether you’re 
talking HIV, tuberculo¬ 
sis.” 

Poverty is a major con¬ 
tributor to the high infec¬ 
tion rates, Plourde said, 
adding Chlamydia mi¬ 
grates into the suburbs 
because a person can 
have it undetected for 
years. Gonorrhea spreads 
less frequently because 
the discomfort it causes 
results in people quickly 
going in for test and 
treatment. Both diseases 
are easily treated. 

WRHA embarked last 
year on an awareness 
campaign urging people 
— especially those aged 
18 to 25 — to pee in a cup 
and get tested for the two 
sexually transmitted in¬ 
fections (STIs). Another 
campaign is in the works. 

The region has faced 
concerning STI outbreaks 
and quickly got them un¬ 
der control. Two separate 
outbreaks of S 5 q)hilis be¬ 
tween 2003-2008 were 
defeated by aggressive 
measures to counteract 
them, Plourde said.

Myanmar is releasing more 
than 14,600 prisoners un¬ 
der a clemenq/^ program 
that includes just a few po¬ 
litical prisoners. General 
Zaw Win, director of the 
prison department, said 
most of the inmates would 
be released yesterday. 

Myanmar has been un¬ 
der the sway of the army 
since 1962, and critics say 
its recent transition to a 
civilian government is a 
charade. Authorities have 
long clamped down on dis¬ 
sent, and the United Na¬ 
tions estimates there are 


more than 2,000 political 
detainees nationwide. 

The hmited nature of the 
program — which com¬ 
mutes death sentences to 
life in prison and cuts one 
year from other inmates’ 
terms — has drawn criti¬ 
cism from many who had 
expected more generous 
terms, similar to broader 
anmesties that have been 
announced in the past. 

New York-based Human 
Rights Watch denounced 
the clemency program as 
“a pathetic response to in¬ 
ternational calls for the 


immediate release of all 
political prisoners.” 

The National League for 
Democracy — the de facto 
opposition party — said at 
least 22 political prisoners 
were among those freed. 

Detainees who remain 
behind bars include stu¬ 
dent activists, such as Min 
Ko Naing, who are serving 
65-year prison sentences, 
and politicians from ethnic 
minority parties, such as 
Shan leader Hkun Htun Oo, 
who have sentences of 
more than 80 years.

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Wind Mobile and feds 
appeal court ruling

Wind Mobile will be at the 
centre of a legal case today 
that questions how the fed¬ 
eral cabinet intervened to 
allow the mobile phone 
carrier to operate in Cana¬ 
da, despite a CRTC ruling 
that decided it was foreign- 
owned. 

“Obviously, we will fight 
in the courts as far as we 
can,” Wind Mobile chair¬ 
man Anthony Lacavera 
said of the case, which will 
be heard in the Federal 
Court of Appeal in Ottawa. 

Wind Mobile and the 
federal government are ap¬ 
pealing a decision that cab¬ 
inet overstepped its 
authority when it let the 
Toronto telecom company 
go into business in Decem¬ 


ber 2009 after the national 
regulator had already ruled 
it wasn’t Canadian-owned. 

Lacavera also said it 
could mean taking the case 
to the Supreme Court, or 
going back to the CRTC to 
satisfy ownership require¬ 
ments if he loses the ap¬ 
peal case. 

“At the end of the day, 
there’s no scenario where 
Wind gets shut down,” La¬ 
cavera said. 

Wind Mobile says it’s 
aiming to be Canada’s 
fourth major wireless carri¬ 
er after Rogers, Bell and 
Telus. 

Back in October 2009, 
the CRTC said that Wind’s 
parent company Globalive 
didn’t meet Canadian own¬ 


ership to operate as a carri¬ 
er. 

Lacavera maintains the 
February court decision 
ruled the government 
didn’t follow the “correct 
legal procedure” when it is¬ 
sued the 2009 order-in- 
council that allowed Wind 
Mobile to go into business, 
and that his company is 
Canadian-owned. 

NDP member Brian 
Masse said there needs to 
be a level pla 3 dng field for 
new wireless players. 

“The objective was to 
have new entrants enter 
the market in a fair way 
that would increase com¬ 
petition and lower prices 
for consumers,” said 
Masse, who represents the

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Netflix overtakes surfing online

O Popularity could pose risks to the profits of Canadian cable companies 


Move over web surfing. 
Netflix movies now take 
up more of the Internet 
pipes going into North 
American homes. 

A study published yes¬ 
terday by Sandvine Inc. 
shows that Netflix movies 
and TV shows account for 
nearly 30 per cent of traffic 
into homes during peak 
evening hours, compared 
with less than 17 per cent 
for web browsing. 

Only about one-quarter 
of homes with broadband 


subscribe to Netflix, but 
watching movies and TV 
shows online takes up a lot 
of bandwidth compared 
with web surfing, email 
and practically every other 
Internet activity except file 
sharing and videoconfer¬ 
encing. 

As late as last year, both 
web surfing and peer-to- 
peer file sharing — mainly 
the illegal trading of copy¬ 
righted movies — were 
each larger than Netflix’s 
traffic. 


Sandvine makes equip¬ 
ment that helps cable and 
phone companies manage 
their Internet deliveiy sys¬ 
tems. It collected data 
from unidentified cus¬ 
tomers for the survey. It 
has previously been linked 
to Comcast Corp., the 
largest Internet service 
provider in the U.S. Sand¬ 
vine says its data should be 
representative of overall 
home Internet use. 

The number of Netflix 
customers is growing 


quickly, to 23.6 million 
subscribers in the U.S. and 
Canada as of the end of 
March. The growing use of 
the streaming service is 
good news for the compa¬ 
ny, which is trying to re¬ 
duce what it spends to 
mail DVDs. The rental 
video business in Canada 
totalled about $970 mil¬ 
lion in 2010, down 12 per 
cent from the previous 
year, says Toronto-based 
Convergence Consulting

Canada’s 
housing 
prices rise 

The national average 
home price rose by eight 
per cent last month 
even as housing sales 
fell by 14.7 per cent 
from the year before, ac¬ 
cording to data released 
yesterday. 

Home prices jumped 
to $372,544 compared to 
last April — the third 
consecutive month in 
which the national aver¬ 
age price rose by eight 
per cent from year-ago 
levels, the Canadian Re¬ 
al Estate Association 
said. Meanwhile, the 
number of previously 
occupied homes sold in 


April fell to 17,230 from 
18,745 a year ago. 

The national housing 
has been skewed recent¬ 
ly due to a surge in sales 
of multimillion-dollar 
properties in the 
Greater Vancouver area. 

Demand for those 
properties fell in April 
compared to March, but 
was offset by fewer sales 
of lower-priced proper¬ 
ties. “Changes to mort¬ 
gage regulations that 
took effect in April 2011 
likely sidelined a num¬ 
ber of first-time 
homebuyers,” said Gre¬ 
gory Klump, CREA’s 
chief economist. 

Declines were largest 
in some of Canada’s 
most expensive and ac¬ 
tive markets, including 
Toronto, Vancouver and 
British Columbia’s Fras¬ 
er Valley.

LONDON. An Egyptian 
princess who lived more 
than 3,500 years ago is 
the oldest known 
person to have had 
clogged arteries, 
dispelling the myth 
heart disease is a prod¬ 
uct of modern society, a 
new study says. 

To determine how 
common heart disease 
was in ancient Eg 5 q)t, 
scientists performed 
computer scans on 52 
mummies in Cairo and 
the United States. 
Among those that still 
had heart tissue, 44 had 
chunks of calcium stuck 
to their arteries — indi¬ 
cating clogging. 

Adel Allam, a cardiol¬ 
ogy professor at A1 
Azhar University in 
Cairo, who led the study 
with Gregory Thomas, 
director of nuclear car¬ 
diology education at the 
University of California 
in Irvine, found the 
Eg 5 q)tian princess 
Ahmose-Meiyet-Amon, 
who lived in Thebes 
(now Luxor) between 
1540 and 1550 BC, had 
calcium deposits in two 
main coronary arteries, 
making her the oldest 
mummy found with 
heart disease. The 
princess’ father and 
brother were both 
pharaohs.

Ballpoint pen chewers, take note: 
The cap in your mouth can obstruct 
breathing if swallowed. 

Common sense? Apparently for 
speakers of French, Spanish and Ger¬ 
man. The warning appears only in the 
English section of the multilingual in¬ 
structions from the pen manufactur¬ 
er, according to the creator of the 
Wacky Warning Labels contest.

Movie pirates were pop¬ 
ular on the silent screen — 
they swashbuckled as early

as 1908’s Treasure Island — 
but it wasn’t until Errol Fly¬ 
nn played the title role in 
1935’s Captain Blood that 
pirates became screen sta¬ 
ples. 

“No one can beat Erroll 
Fl 5 mn,” says Under The 
Black Flag: The Romance & 
Reality Of Life Among The 
Pirates author David Cord- 
ingley. “He has the edge 
over all the other movie pi¬ 
rates.” 

Coming close is Robert 
Newton as Long John Silver 
in Treasure Island. One of 
the best live action Disney 
films of the 1950s, it is the 
movie that originated the 
Cornish accent that has be¬ 
come the accepted pirate 
speak in dozens of movies 
to follow. 

For a sample check out 
the voice of The Simpsons’ 
Captain McAllister. It’s 


based on Newton’s pirate 
portrayal. 

Less conventional is 
Walter Matthau’s take on 
Captain Thomas 

Bartholomew Red in Ro¬ 
man Polanski’s Pirates. 

The planned followup to 
the director’s massive hit 
Chinatown (it actually took 
12 years to make it to the 
screen) was to have starred 
Jack Nicholson but, like 
the buccaneer he might 


have portrayed in the 
movie, the star was money 
hungiy. 

According to the direc¬ 
tor, when he asked Nichol¬ 
son exactly how much he 
wanted, the actor simply 
said, “1 want more.” 

His replacement, 

Matthau, redefines grizzly 
in his depiction of Captain 
Red, but the film didn’t 
meet with good reviews. 

“There hasn’t been a pi¬ 


rate movie in a long time,” 
wrote Roger Ebert, “and af¬ 
ter Roman Polanski’s Pi¬ 
rates, there may not be 
another one for a veiy long 
time.” 

What look at movie pi¬ 
rates would be complete 
without a mention of 
singing and dancing sea 
dogs? 

There are lots of pirate 
musicals but one of the 
best, and most overlooked, 
is The Pirate starring Judy 
Garland and Gene Kelly. 

With direction by Vin¬ 
cente Minnelli (father of 
Liza) and songs by Cole 
Porter, the stoiy of a young 
girl in love with a man pre¬ 
tending to be a pirate 
earned an Oscar nomina¬ 
tion for Original Music 
Score, but lost out to an¬ 
other Judy Garland musi¬ 
cal, Easter Parade.

It’s World War II, it’s win¬ 
ter at a Siberian prison, and 
Mother Nature carries a 
bigger whip than any Stal¬ 
in stooge. That’s the rough 
outline of what Peter Weir 
(The Truman Show) is up 
with The Way Back, the 
Aussie director’s first 
feature in seven years. In 
telling the stoiy of a 6,500- 



kilometre trek by Soviet 
prison escapees from 
Siberia to India, he’s inter¬ 
ested more in the physical 
exertion than the mental 
or emotional one. Despite a 
strong cast we never really 
get to know any of the slog¬ 
gers. We do, though, feel 
eveiy footstep across the 
ice, snow and sand, dogged¬ 
ly retracing a route from 
Siberia through the Gobi 
Desert and the Himalayas 
to India. As a director Weir 
is definitely old school, 
with no desire whatsoever 
to turn isolation into art. 

He is least certain when de¬ 
picting the interior 
struggle that these men 
face, leaving it to us to in¬ 
fer most of it. What more 
motivation or nuance does 
one need, you might ask, 
than simply a quest for 
freedom? It’s a good point, 
one that you’ll have ample 
time to reflect on during 
The Way Back’s 133-minute 
running time.

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Just how effective is sex 
education in school? 

O Open communication always the way to go when it comes to ‘the talk’ 



Most research on sex educa¬ 
tion targets teenagers, a 
group that wants and needs 
accurate, complete and un¬ 
biased information about 
sex, given that a significant 
proportion of adolescents 
engage in sexual activity. In 
2005,43 per cent of Canadi¬ 
an teens aged 15 to 19 re¬ 
ported that they had had 
sexual intercourse at least 
once. Eight per cent of 
teens reported having had 
sexual intercourse before 
they were 15 years old. 

The effectiveness of most 
sexual health interventions 
is not evaluated. The re¬ 
search also has relatively 
weak research designs, 
such as poor use of control 
groups. However, here are 
some conclusions: 

• Adolescents who re¬ 
ceive comprehensive sex 
education have a lower risk 
of pregnancy than those 
who receive abstinence-on¬ 
ly or no sex education. 
Comprehensive sex educa¬ 
tion includes information 
on birth control and on pre¬ 
vention of sexually trans¬ 
mitted diseases as well as 
abstinence messages.

• Programs that focus on 
abstinence without dis¬ 
cussing safer sex behav¬ 
iours do not seem to reduce 
HIV risk. Some abstinence- 
only programs can decrease 
teens’ sexual behaviours, al¬ 
though the effects are mod¬ 
est and short term. 

• Sex education pro¬ 
grams often ignore the sub¬ 
ject of non-heterosexual 
orientations (i.e. homosexu¬ 
al, bisexual, transgen- 
dered). 

• Many students with 
disabilities receive poor sex 
education services or may 
be excluded entirely. 


• Studies have found 
that self-esteem and adoles¬ 
cent’s sexual behaviour and 
attitudes are not related, so 
self-esteem should not be 
the main focus of sex edu¬ 
cation. 

• Using peers to deliver 
sexual health education to 
young people does not 
seem to increase condom 
use or reduce the odds of 
pregnancy or of having 
more partners. 

Parents can support 
their children at home 
through open discussion of 
information about sex, and 
by reinforcing messages 


about condom use and oth¬ 
er forms of birth control as 
well as around the risks of 
— and social pressures re¬ 
lated to — sexual behav¬ 
iour.

Do not expect employers to 
pay for your stress leave. 
While they have an obliga¬ 


tion to accommodate sick¬ 
nesses, you must first 
demonstrate that you are 
actually sick. If your claim 
is dubious, you can be or¬ 
dered to see a doctor to 
confirm that you are gen¬ 
uinely disabled from per¬ 
forming your job. The fact 
you are stressed will not al¬ 
ways amount to a “disabili¬ 
ty” 

Do tell the truth if your be¬ 
haviour is being investigat¬ 
ed by your employer and 
make sure that you do not 
deny the obvious. Often 
the reasons you are being 
investigated do not merit 
discipline or cause for dis¬ 
missal but l 3 dng during the 
investigation does. If you 
have something to hide, 
you are better off admit¬ 
ting it and then providing 
an explanation.

In North 
America, the 
bulk of the

medium businesses (SMBs). 
Many of these businesses 
start out as the dream of a 
single entrepreneur, but in 
most cases these businesses 
are not necessarily built 
with an intent to be sold. 
According to author and 
entrepreneur John Warril- 
low, this is not a smart 
practice as it does not allow 
the owner an exit strategy. 
In his book Built to Sell, 
Warrillow explains that “a 
business reliant on its own¬ 
er is unsellable, so the own-

er becomes trapped in the 
business”. Sadly that often 
means the business gets 
sold for pennies to the dol¬ 
lar, shut down and disband¬ 
ed or simply bankrupted. 

There are many reasons 
why a business owner will 
want to sell. They could be 
approaching retirement 
age, lost interest in the 
business, or become burnt 
out running a shop with 
high capital costs and low 
returns. Warrillow explains 
that when it comes to sell¬ 
ing, most business owners 
assume that they will find a 
buyer who will pay an up- 
firont buyout based on a 
simple multiple of the com¬ 


pany’s earnings before tax.

This scenario is referred to 
as an earn out and often re¬ 
quires a 3-5 year commit¬ 
ment of the owner after the 
sale.

As spring thaws out Canada 
and floods the land with 
warm sunshine, office 
drones may feel the gloiy 
days are passing them by. 
You could set up a webcam 
and live stream the sun¬ 
shine to your computer, or 
you could take expert ad¬ 
vice and make the most of 
your breaks. 

Stan Murray, director of 
healthy workplace at Cana¬ 
da's National Quality Insti¬ 
tute, says workers may feel 
pressure from their bosses 
to not take breaks, or guilt 
for leaving the office. But 
the good outweighs any 
bad for everyone, he says. 

"If you're taking your 
breaks, you're doing all 
sorts of wonderful things 
for yourself You're releas¬ 
ing tension, you're reducing 
stress, helping ease S 3 mip- 
toms of depression and 
anxiety, lowering your 
blood pressure and helping 
to prevent headaches from 


eye strain," he says. 

The benefits are in¬ 
creased if you take an active 
break and get your heart 
rate up. Use your lunch 
hour to hit the gym and if 
you need an extra 10 min¬ 
utes, tell your boss. Your in¬ 
creased energy when you 
get back will quickly make 
up for it, Murray says. 

"Senior leaders are role 
models and should set ex¬ 
amples by taking lunch 
breaks and not encroaching 
on personal time," he adds. 

Judith Down, director of 
the Alberta Centre for Ac¬ 


tive Living at the University 
of Alberta, says too many 
workers spend too much 
time sitting at their desk. 

When you need to speak 
with a colleague, she says to 
invite them on a "walking 
meeting.” 

"Instead of sitting in one 
place, you go for a walk 
with the person you want 
to meet with, either out¬ 
doors or indoors. That way 
you're getting your busi¬ 
ness done and getting some 
exercise," Down says. "You 
can get a bit bogged down if 
you don't take a break."

Seguin leads the way as 
Bruins even up series 


O Rookie breaks out as Boston snaps 
Tampa Bay’s eight-game win streak 


Tyler Seguin had two goals 
and two assists as the 
Boston Bruins fed off the 
energy of the recently pro¬ 
moted rookie to beat the 
Tampa Bay Lightning 6-5 
and tie the Eastern Confer¬ 
ence final 1-1 last night. 

Boston earned a split at 
home and has now won 
nine of its last 11 games. 

The 19-year-old Seguin, 
the second pick in last 
year’s draft, was benched 
for the first 11 playoff 
games because of per¬ 
ceived defensive shortcom¬ 
ings. He rejoined the 
lineup for the series open¬ 
er, getting a goal and an as¬ 
sist, when Patrice 
Bergeron sat out because 
of a mild concussion. 

Last night, with Berg¬ 
eron still sidelined, Seguin 
tied it at 2-2 just 48 sec¬ 
onds into the second peri¬ 
od then made it 4-2 at 6:30. 
Vincent Lecavalier cut the 
Lightning’s deficit to 4-3 
with a power-play goal at 
7:48, but Seguin set up two 
goals by Michael Ryder 
that put Boston on top 6-3 
entering the third. 

Steven Stamkos and Do¬ 
minic Moore scored in the 
final period for the Light¬ 
ning. 

Adam Hall gave the 
Lightning a 1-0 lead 13 sec¬ 
onds after the opening 
faceoff, the quickest goal 
in the team’s playoff histo¬ 
ry- 

Nathan Horton tied 
Game 2 with a power-play 



goal at 13:58, but the 
Lightning took a 2-1 lead 
when Martin St. Louis 
scored with seven seconds 
left in the first period. 

The Bruins came out ag¬ 
gressively in the second 
period and scored five 
goals. 

Seguin started the bar¬ 
rage when he took a pass 
from Ryder at his blue-line 
and used exceptional 
speed to race between de¬ 
fencemen Randy Jones and 
Victor Hedman. He went 
in alone on Dwa 5 me Rolo- 
son, cut from right to left, 
and lifted a backhander 
over the sprawling goalie. 

David Krejci put the 
Bruins ahead for good at 
2:24 with the only Bruins 
goal of the second period 
that didn’t involve Seguin. 

Seguin connected again 
at 6:30. Skating in on the 
right, he called for the 
puck. Horton passed from 
the left, and Seguin put in 
a 10-footer to the left of 
Roloson.

He was a brakeman for 
Pierre Lueders at the 2010 
Winter Games, finishing 
fifth in the two-man event 
and seventh in the four- 
man race. 

“I realized how technical 
the sport is, how precise it 
is and how good you have 
to be to be fast,” Lumsden 
said during a news confer¬ 
ence at Canada Ol 3 mipic 
Park in Calgary. “That’s the 
goal. It’s not to get down 
the hill anymore. It’s to be 
fast. 

“When I reahzed that, I 
reahzed I had to put my 
heart and soul into the en¬ 
deavour. I don’t want to just 
place and just get by. For 
me to be No. 1 in the world, 
it’s going to require my full 
attention.” 

The six-foot-three, 228- 
pound Edmonton native 
won the 2004 Hec Crighton 
Trophy with McMaster as 
the top player in Canadian 
university football. He was 
drafted by the Hamilton 
Tiger-Cats. 

But his pro career was 
star-crossed with injuries. 

Lumsden had 1,842 rush¬ 
ing yards — most of them 
in four seasons with Hamil¬ 
ton — and 10 touchdowns 
during his CFL career.

Hall of Fame slugger 
Killebrew dies at 74 

O Twins legend was battling esophageal cancer 


Harmon Killebrew, the affa¬ 
ble, big-swinging Hall of 
Famer whose tape-measure 
home runs made him the 
cornerstone of the Min¬ 
nesota Twins and perhaps 
the most popular player in 
the team’s 51-year histoiy, 
died yesterday after battling 
esophageal cancer. He was 
74. 

The Twins said Killebrew 
passed away peacefully at 
his home in Scottsdale, 
Ariz., with his wife, Nita, 
and their family at his side. 
He announced his diagnosis 
just six months ago, and 
last week Killebrew said he 
was settling in for the final 
days of his life after doctors 
deemed the “awful disease” 
incurable. 

Killebrew is 11th on 
baseball’s all-time home 
run hst after an exceptional 
22-year career. His eight

The Veloster: Hyundai’s next game-changer

There’s something rather 
odd going on at H 3 mndai 
these days. It’s name is 
Veloster and it has three dif¬ 
ferent-sized passenger 
doors. 

Yes, the 2012 Veloster is 
an oddity. 

The lack of portal S 3 mi- 
mefry certainly sets it apart 
from virtually an34hing else 
on the road, which is exact¬ 


ly what H 3 mndai’s design¬ 
ers have been striving for 
lately. When you consider 
how dramatically different 
the latest Sonata and 
Elantra sedans appear from 
their respective main¬ 
stream peers, it was almost 
a forgone conclusion that 
shredding the styling enve¬ 
lope would continue. 

The Veloster, available 
late this summer, is the 
slow-to-arrive replacement 
for the Tiburon sport coupe 


that was phased out follow¬ 
ing the 2008 model year. 

H 5 mndai always planned 
to replace its entiy-level 
“shark” (that’s what 
Tiburon means in Spanish), 
but it first focused on 
launching the upstart Gene¬ 
sis coupe that runs in the 
same rear-wheel-drive class 
as the Ford Mustang, Chevy 
Camaro and Dodge Chal¬ 
lenger, but without the V8 
option, of course. 

By comparison, the 


front-wheel-drive Veloster 
plays in a different sandbox 
where affordability and fuel 
economy are as important 
as eye-catching styling. 

In all three areas, the 
Veloster could become a se¬ 
rious category crusher. 

The Veloster will likely 
become another game¬ 
changing model for 
H 5 mndai. Count this as yet 
another groundbreaking 
design in the company’s re¬ 
cent automotive arsenal.

Honda designs and 
builds a lot of 
vehicles. Honda has 
also developed 
ASIMO, one of the 
world's most 
advanced humanoid 
robots. 

t first blush it 
doesn’t seem 
like the two 
enterprises 
have much in 
common. Like 
Tim Hortons having a divi¬ 
sion that builds canoes. 

But according to Honda, 
the thing that binds cars 
and trucks, motorcycles. 


the new Hondajet, and hu¬ 
manoid robots all together 
is that they all contribute 
to human “mobility.” 

ASIMO is designed to be 
a helper to people who 
have limited mobility, such 
as those confined to wheel¬ 
chairs and beds. 

I know what you’re 
thinking — can ASIMO 
help me if I’m just lazy? I 
don’t see why not. Like, 
how’s it going to know? 

I had a chance to see ASI¬ 
MO last week, at its visit to 
the Ontario Science Centre 
in Toronto, where it per¬ 
formed to an appreciative 
audience of young stu¬ 
dents. 

Or maybe the students 
were just happy to get the 
day off from school. 

Either way, they ap¬ 
plauded and cheered when 
ASIMO responded to ques¬ 
tions from his handler, 
kicked a soccer ball, stood 
on one leg, walked up and 
down a flight of steps and 
ran across the stage. 

Veiy impressive indeed. 


After the “performance,” 
ASIMO was joined on stage 
by Eric Wedin, project 
leader of the ASIMO team, 
to take some questions 
from the students, and one 
of the first questions went 
right to the heart of the 
matter: “How much money 
has Honda spent on ASI¬ 
MO?” 

“ASIMO is a priceless 


piece of R&D technology,” 
was Wedin’s practiced re- 

ply- 

Other questions were, in 
turn, insightful and slightly 
off the wall. I preferred 
those in the latter group, 
like ... “Can ASIMO 
swim?”... “Can ASIMO trav¬ 
el on rough ground?” ... 
“Could you put a jet-pack 
on ASIMO?” 


The subtext of this line 
of questioning seemed, to 
me at least, that the young¬ 
sters had no pressing need 
for ASIMO’s help around 
the kitchen, but would love 
to pal around with a mini 
Ironman that would give 
you some ‘cred around the 
neighbourhood. Why make 
a robot if it can’t shoot 
lasers? 


Later, I asked Wedin to 
expound on the decision to 
make ASIMO so cute. 

He said cuteness and a 
small scale (just over four 
feet) were definite design 
criteria, considering its 
“people helper” role. 

At that height it can re¬ 
late better at eye-level to 
immobilized individuals. 
Makes sense... Who wants 
a seven-foot robot bringing 
you some porridge? 

Robots don’t have to be 
humanoid. In fact, they 
might be more useful and 
capable if they took on 
some other form. 

According to Wedin, ASI¬ 
MO is humanoid because of 
the comfort factor and be¬ 
cause it needs to operate in 
environments that have 
been optimized for hu¬ 
manoids — like homes, 
schools and hospitals. 

The human form obvi¬ 
ously works too, so it’s not 
the worst one to research 
— even if your business 
model is currently based on 
wheeled devices.

There’s an old sa 3 dng in 
horse racing, “Weight will 
stop a freight train.” 

It refers to the fact that, 
in certain races, faster hors¬ 
es will have weights put in 


their saddles to even out 
the field. 

Similarly, weight is an is¬ 
sue in cars, where more fu¬ 
el is needed to move 
around any excess fiab. 

Making components 
lighter is now a priority 
with automakers, including 
Ford, which will be using 
its MuCell technology in 
the future to reduce the 
weight of certain plastic 
parts. 


These don’t look any dif¬ 
ferent from solid plastic 
parts on the outside, but if 
you were to cut one in half, 
you’d see that the plastic is 
filled with millions of tiny 
bubbles, just like an Aero 
chocolate bar. 

The technology was ini¬ 
tially developed by the Mas¬ 
sachusetts Institute of 
Technology in the late 
1980s, but Ford says it has 
not yet been used in the au¬ 


tomotive industry. 

“Basically what we do is 
take a gas such as nitrogen, 
and we mix it with the 
molten plastic when we’re 
ready to injection-mould,” 
says Ellen Lee, a technical 
expert in plastics research 
at Ford. 

“When you mould the 
part and it solidifies, it has 
millions of uniform bub¬ 
bles, so that we can reduce 
the amount of material we 


use and reduce the weight.” 

MuCell can only be used 
in thermal plastic, the type 
that is melted and then 
formed by injection mould¬ 
ing or extrusion. 

This type of plastic al¬ 
ways shrinks when it hard¬ 
ens, but Lee says that the 
MuCell product shrinks 
more uniformly, fills the 
mould quickly and evenly, 
and requires less time to 
produce parts.

T hree words — every 
gram counts — 
frame the engineer¬ 
ing mindset at Audi 
these days as it delves into 
the science of lightweight 
construction and its ef¬ 
fects on vehicle safety, per¬ 
formance, efficiency and 
emissions. 

But simple words don’t 
always translate into easy 
action. 

Achieving lightness has 
become incredibly com¬ 
plex business. 

In addition to reducing 
the weight of individual 
components and systems, 
carbon-fibre-reinforced 
plastics (CFRPs) are joining 
aluminum and ultra-high- 
strength steels to make ve¬ 
hicle bodies that are not 
just lighter, but almost in¬ 
destructible. 

CFRPs and exotic resins 
are layered, molded, 
pressed, formed and 
baked in giant ovens into 
components that are 
stronger than steel but 
weigh almost half as 
much. 

The new plastics do not 
lend themselves easily to

mass production and 
working with carbon fibre 
has traditionally been 
both time — and labour- 
intensive. 

But Audi says it has 
made breakthroughs in 
dealing with the new-age 
plastics. 

A lighter body is the 
starting point for weight 
reductions on other parts 
of the car as engineers 
work to shave “every pos¬ 
sible gram” (without com¬ 
promising durability or 
function) from the drive- 
train, suspension, passen¬ 
ger compartment, 

electrical system and the 
electronics. 

Lightweight construc¬ 
tion is a “strategic” policy 
that Audi’s competitors 
are only now beginning to 
adopt, said Aliois Feld- 
schmid, head of total vehi¬ 


cle development. 

“A lighter car acceler¬ 
ates, brakes and corners 
better and has sustainable 
economic and ecological 
results.” 

In an industry where 
the rule has been that ve¬ 
hicles get bigger and heav¬ 
ier over time, Audi is 


attempting “reversing the 
weight spiral.” 

The company has devel¬ 
oped “competence” over 
the past 30 years in the 
use of combined materi¬ 
als, said Feldschmid. 

It has incorporated car¬ 
bon fibre into its cars 
since first using it for body 


parts on the original 1980 
Audi Quattro. 

Different materials with 
different strengths require 
new technologies to join 
them, not only in metal- 
on-metal applications, but 
also metal-on-plastic, said 
Dr. Klaus Koglin, head of 
technical development.
